The negotiating committee was 
called to meet again at IO a. rn. to 
discuss once more the miners de­ 
mands that the pay for digging a 
ton of coal be Increased nine cents. 
McGrady described

No disorder was reported in the 
soft coal fields as the United Mine 
workers, estimated by union offi­ 
cials to number 400.000. responded 
to the general strike call. 
The dispute over tonnage rates

on general wage and hour terms. 
The assi, tant secretary of labor 
said the operators had proposed an 
increase In tonnage rates of 7Tfc 
cents over the old rates, as against 
the union's latest demand

Reason if Students Fail 


In Class Work

TEA CHERS often becom e im pa­ 
tient with youngsters who are not 
doing well in 
their school work. 
Parents, too, may 
feel 
th at 
the 
child is Just Inattentive, and that if 
he would really get down to hard 
work he would not fail in his stud­ 
ies. 
T his m ay be tru e of som e 
children and probably is. but it is 
not alw ays 
the 
case. 
W hy not 
m ake an effort to se»>k the real re a­ 
son for the trouble? 
L earning in achoo] is in a large 
m easure a m atter of clearly under­ 
standing w hat is being said. 
Does 
it ever occur to parents that per­ 
haps th e child's hearing Is poor? 
S atisfactory progress in school Is 
likely lf defects in nearing are cor­ 
rected. 
Prevent Disorder 
D efective hearing am ong school 
children is m ore prevalent than is 
comm only supposed. 
I am glad to 
say th at 
in 
the m odern schools 
every effort is being m ade to detect 
this trouble. 
T his is done so that 
proper m easures can be taken to 
im prove th e hearing. 
Com plete deafness is not difficult 
to detect, of course. 
But with the 
young child who is only partially 
deaf the defect may escape a tte n ­ 
tion or be entirely neglected over 
a period of years. 
T his is unfor­ 
tunate, because neglect may lead to 
perm anent defective 
hearing ’ and 
ultim ately result in profound deaf 
ness. 
Bear in mind th at carelessness 
on th e p art of parents opens the 
way for a lifelong physical handi­ 
cap. 
P lease do not feel that it is 
“coddling” 
a 
childr to give him 
m edical attention. 
U nfortunately. 
in m any instances, m edical advice 
is sought only 
after 
perm anent 
dam age has been done. 
Prom pt attention should be given 
running ears. infections and any 
suspected defect In hearing, 
lf in 
doubt, special auditory tests will 
definitely determ ine w hether the 
child has poor hearing. 
Such tests 
as the watch-tick test or tuning 
fork tests are of great aid in reveal 
ing any defect in hearing. 
May Be Wax 
Many cases of im paired hearing 
are due to im pacted wax or the 
pressure of foreign bodies. 
Exam ­ 
ination of the ear -"ill readily de­ 
term ine this. 
If wax or a foreign 
body is present it is best to see the 
doctor at once. The laym an should 
not try to rem ove a foreign object 
or even wax from the ear canal. To 
do so may result in injury to the 
eardrum . 
Do not rely upon the school an 
thorities to furnish the necessary 
attention. 
W hat they do is im por­ 
tan t and in m any schools, especial 
ly in the cities. It is the very best 
of care. 
But it is well to get the 
service from your family doctor or 
the local health organization. 
C hildren w ith defective hearing 
are w orking against odds. 
They 
cannot 
com pete 
favorably 
with 
their com panions in school tasks.

The total output for tile ye«.r 
was valued at $49,600. It operated 
but nine m onths out of tho year. 
T here w ere operated In the coun­ 
ty 426 woolen looms, which turned 
out 66,968 yard* of ohtfh valued at 
40 cents per yard, for a total of 
$26,968. 
Then followed the liquor- 
m aking industry which 
produced 
spirits valued at 
$15,862. 
There 
were two pow der m ills in the coun­ 
ty which turned out 2.100 pounds 
annually. 
Pow der was then worth 
75 cents a pound. The single paper 
mill transacted $10,000 w orth 
of 
business annually while about $5,000 
in business was handled by a wool­ 
en carding m achinery concern. 
O ther industries in the county 
included a cut nail factory which 
m anufactured 
about $1,500 w orm 
of Its products. 
Nalls were then 
sold for 15 cents a pound. T here 
were also two gun factories, tu rn ­ 
ing out rifles at $16 tach . In that 
year 875 woolen h ats and 590 fur 
caps were

costing $870, the latter $2,360. One

salt furnace.

Got. Davey*» Inability to get th© ©pedal 
session of th© legislature Into a hurry-up 
mood open* th© question of th© next spe­ 
cial session, which will work on Ohio’s tax 
program. 
Should the governor walt until 
th.; I Ast minute to got started on that pro­ 
gram? 
One of two things might be don© at this 
tlmo to lessen tho possibility of a deadlock 
on taxation at the clot© of th© present 
year. 
G ot. Davey might outline to the 
legislature while It Is In session his tax 
program. 
If h© has no program, he might 
call In leglslatiTe leaders of the two houses 
and request them to start preparing a pro­ 
gram. 
Th© policy of waiting until th© last min­ 
nie and then trying t» cram bills down th© 
throats of legislators la losing popularity. 
President Roosevelt used It on congress 
with apparent euccesa, but the ultimata ef­ 
fect has been to make representatives and 
senators resentful of domineering by the 
executive. 
The special session of the legislature 
called by Gov Davey to enact relief legis­ 
lation has shown plainly a desire to go 
•lowly In acting - 
his proposals 
On the 
whole, the public is Inclined to sympathise 
more with the legislators than with the 
governor.. Mr. Davey seems to have lost 
his sense of direction, and the public Is de­ 
pending on the legislature to keep him from 
going astray . 


If the government has a tax program In 
mini] this la the time to start talking about 
It, instead of within a few weeks of the 
end of the year, 
lf he has no program in 
mind, he should take steps to encourage 
preparation 
of a program 
by legislative 
leaders. 
The program should bt open to 
discussion before the deadline for its en­ 
actment la reached. 


Puzzle 
Protests against an opinion by a lawyers’ 
crmmlttee of the American Liberty league 
that the national labor relatione act la un- 
. constitutional reveal a disturbed state of 
mind over :h > propriety of such action. 
The charge la made hat publication of 
the opinion shows dlar-apect for the su­ 
preme court. 
Yet, It la obvious that the 
same lawyers, either lndivdually or collec­ 
tively, would have the right to given an ad­ 
visory opinion to their clients. 
Between a 
private opinion and a public opinion there 
may be a distinction, hut surely there is no 
material difference. 


There ha. been much talk recently to the 
effect there la something faulty In a Judi­ 
cial system which requires violation of a 
law in order to get it tested in the courts. 
A more desirable method, it im d ii, would 
be to determine the constitutionality of leg­ 
islation before Irreparable damage has been 
done while a test was awaited. 
The lawyers of the 
American Liberty 
league cannot determine, of course, the con­ 
stitutionality of any law 
They can give 
only an advisory iptnton, which la precise­ 
ly what they have done 
The propriety of 
their action is entirely a matter for their 
own determination. Ii the ethics ^f their 
profession and the practical problems of 
that profession permit them to publish sn 
advisory opinion, the thing they have done 
under the auspices of the American Liberty 
league would seem to be entirely their own 
affair. 
Actually, of course, their opinion, though 
given in detail and backed by their pres­ 
tige as successful lawyers, has not revealed 
to the public anything it had not heard be­ 
fore. 
The national labor relatione act has 
been identified from the beginning as one 
of the new deal laws designed to challenge 
the adequacy of a Constitution which re­ 
stricts the authority of the federal govern­ 
ment to a field which is too narrow, ac­ 
cording to new deal philosophy. 


a practice which government does not eeem 
able to control. 
The lottery is th^ easiest way to raise 
money ever devised. 
It la aa natural for 
politicians to yearn for lotteries In strin­ 
gent times as It is for their distressed con­ 
stituents to yearn for panaceas.
